Dl describes a device for blood pressure measuring. An 
inflatable cuff is attached around the patients arm. Pressure 
signals are registered by an electrical transducer. The cuff 
has a semi-rigid element and can be closed by one hand of e.g. 
the patient himself (See column 1, line 50-54; coluxrai 3, line 
1-26) . 

Document D2-D3 do not describe the claimed invention, they 
merely defines the general state of the art. 

Statement of reasons 

The invention defined by amended claims 1-7, of 2003-08-25, 
and originally filed claims 8-24, is not disclosed by any of 
these documents. 

The cited prior art does not give any indication that would 
lead a person skilled in the art to the apparatus with a 
microphone array and concave shell parts. Therefore, the clai- 
med invention is not obvious to a person skilled in the art, 
using the devices and systems of D1-D3. 

Accordingly, claims 1-24 fulfil the requirements of industrial 
applicability (lA) and novelty (N) . They also comprise an inv- 
entive step (IS) .
